SPAIN BETS TIME. 


Given Until Tuesday 
to 


Prepare Its Answer, 


It Is Believed Then That 


Philippines Question Will 


Be Near Settlement. 


TIME GRANTED. 


President and Cabinet Give Spain Un- 


til Tuesday Tor Answer. 


Washington, Nov. 12—A special cabi- 


net meeting was held today to con- 
sider the dispatch from Judge Day, 
president of the American peace com- 
mission at Paris, informing the Presi- 
dent that the Spaniards desired addi- 
tional time to prepare their reply to 
the propositions of the United States. 


Although the President and his cabi- 


net are anxious for the negotiations to 
proceed rapidly the request will be 
granted. The Spaniards are given un- 
til Tuesday to prepare their reply. 


It is believed that at the next joint 


meeting of the peace commissions the 
Spaniards -will yield 
one 
important 


step, namely, they will at least tacitly 
by beginning arguments of the ques- 
tion, recede from their refusal to allow 
the question of the sovereignty of Spain 
over the Philippines be questioned. 


If this surmise is well founded, then 


the two commissions will be brought 
face to face with an adjustment of the 
details of the proposition for the trans- 
fer of the Philippines to the United 
States which are sufficiently complex 
to warrant the expectation that several 
more sessions of the joint commissions 
will be required for its adjustment. 


The attitude of the insurgents in the 


Philippines has given the administra- 
tion considerable uneasiness, for it is 
feared that if these insurgents are al- 
lowed to continue their hostile activity, 
there may be protests which we shall 
be compelled to regard. 


The difficulty in the situation is that 


the insurgents are operating at points 
outside the Island of Luzon, where 
the United ' States has never been in 
actual possession and where it would 
be a difficult place for troops to main- 
tain the status quo. 
It is believed to be incumbent upon our 
government to do something in this 
direction and the military and naval 
authorities at Manila will be so ad- 
vised. 


RUSSIA IS FKIKNDL1T. 


THEV PRAISED MILKS. 


80 AMertethe »u»»lau Antbna*ador to 


United State*. 


Washington, Nov. 12.—The Russian 


ambassador Count Cassini who is just 
back from an extended vacation has 
been interviewed concerning the re- 
cent reports that Russia had seized the 
important Chinese treaty port New 
Chwang and the prospects of an open 
rupture between Great Britain and 
Russia. 


He said: "Too much credence has 


been given these rumors. Thai there 
had been no confirmation of the report 
points out that such, occupation by 
Russia is quite unnecessary as it has 
already acquired the most advanta- 
geous port in that locality, Port Arthur. 


"The present conditions give 
as- 


surance of continued friendly relations 
with Great Britain."

Transcript of October '-6 the following 
appeared under the heading, ''An In- 
teresting Relic": 


"An interesting relic of the rebellion 


is in possession of the Citizen's band. 
It is a snare drum with a small hole in 
one side, and by placing- the eye to this 
hole one can read the following, plainly 
•written on a piece of paper and pasted 
on the inside of the drum: 'Presented 
to N. M. Puffer by the members of the 
Bennington Cornet band, Frank Cros- 
set, leader, Vermont volunteers. First 
battalion, army of the Potomac, Wash- 
ington. D. C., July S, 1863.' This tells 
the story of the drum, -which finally 
came into possession of Mr. Moon ol 
Hooslck Falls, N. Y., leader of the 
Citizens' band, and from whom it was 
procured by the band." 


The item was widely copied, as is 


shown by the following letter received 
a few days ago: 


Bennington, VL, Nov. 7, 1898. 


The Citizens' Band, 


Williamstown. Mass. 


1 saw in a recent issue of a Boston 


paper that you had in your possession 
a snare drum with an inscription on 
the inside bearing date of 1863, with 
my name. This drum, as I suppose, is 
one that I sent home from Virginia by 
a comrade who was coming home on 
furlough. 
In some way he lost the 


drum, and although I tried very hard 
to get track of it at the time, I never 
heard from it till now, 35 years 
I 


sent it home on the eve of Grant's 
campaign in the Wilderness, fearing 
that I might lose it, as I valued it very 
highly as a keep-sake, it having been 
presented to me. I desire very much 
to get this drum now, not for its in- 
trinsic value or because I have any use 
for it, other than as a relic, for I have 
long since gKen up drumming. If you 
will write me how it came into your 
possession and by what means I can 
procure it, you will greatly oblige

This drum was picked up in Wash- 


ington, D. C., a few yeais ago by a 
French drummer who was hired to go 
with the Continental drum corps of 
North Adams to attend the national 
encampment of the Grand Army in 
that city. He found it in a pawn shop 
and bought it at a low figure. C. F. 
Moon, leader of the Citizens' band, 
noticed the inscription and recognized 
the name of Puffer. He took the drum 
to Hoosick Falls and repaired it and 
the Frenchman nevtr called for it, he 
having returned to his home in Three 
Elvers, Canada, where he was drowned. 
The drum consequently 
remained in 


possession of the Citizens' band, or 
one of its members, Bert Dupell, and 
would in all probability have done so 
permanently had it not been for the 
notice in The Transciipt which was the 
means of informing its former owner 
of its whereabouts. 
The drum T\as 


used by Victor Bordeau when the Citi- 
zens' band ^\ent on the pilgrimage to 
St. Anne de Beaupre, Canada, in 189T, 


On receipt of the letters from Mr. 


Puffer it was decided to restore the 
drum to him at once and Mr. Moon 
took it to Hooscik FaSls Thursday 
night for that purpose. Mr. Puffer is 
connected with the Bennington Knit- 
ting company and it is easy to under- 
stand that to him the old drum 
be a highly valued treasure. 


A USEFUL INVENTION. 


N. S. Daniels has invented some- 


thing which he knows to be practical 
and useful, and which invention he 
hopes may prove valuable. It is meas- 
uring calipers lor the use of turners. 
The calipers are attached to a spring 
which slides up and down a standard 
so they can be set at any height, and 
the way to use them is to set them at 
the diameter of the article to be turned. 
The points are held by the spring 
against whatever Is being turned and 
as soon as the proper dimension is 
reched they slip over it and thus shows 
that it is time to stop the machine. 
This does away with all gruess work. 
Mr. Daniels has given the invention a 
practical test and says it works per- 
fectly. He will probably apply for a 
patent.

Caterpillar* That Perforate 


In Africa and IxlUu 


A curious fact which fer many years 


bas proved a bone of cpntentton among 
scientific men has just been derided. 
Sportsmen and naturalists when hunting 
in India and Africa ba/re from time to 
time bad brought under their- notice the 
horns of various species of dearapd buffalo 
which have been more or less perforated 
by inwoti. On careful examination it was 
fo.und that tho. little creatures which tun- 
neled and made their home, in the b«id 
fiber of the horn were the caterpillars or 
larrss of a moth, belonging to the same 
family as the common and all too f amttia* 
clothes moth. 


From their diminutive siaa the moths 


belonging to this family have received ttie 
name of tinei'dtu, and it has been observed 
that they arc all mere or lass given to 
making their hoisew iu strange places dur- 
ing the, larval stage of their existence. 
The little larvae of oar old enemy the 
clothes moth, for instance, make for them- 
selves protective cylinders out of the cloth 
they so greedily devour, t 


Sometimes these tubes present a Very 


curious appearance owing to their having 
teen enlarged as the insect has grown and 
different colored materials used for tbe 
new portions of the old case. Tbe larvss 
of another branch of this family deck 
themselves out with floral garments, the 
calyx of tbe flower of tbe common mar- 
joram being a very popular dross, while 
others are of a mining disposition and love 
to excavate elaborate tunnels in the leaves 
of the honeysuckle. 


Qfcrango as theee habits appear, it is yet 


more wonderful that a species of these soft 
bodied insects should be capable of boring 
into so hard a substance as the antlers of 
a deer. During the 46 or 60 years tbat 
these horn devouring lanes have been un- 
der observation the vurloue stages of their 
existence have been carefully noted, from 
the laying of the egg upon the horn by the 
tnothuv moth to tbe final appearance of 
her offspring as perfect mate and female 
insect*. 


The Jarvee on emerging from the egg 


bore down into tha horn, and when they 
have eaten their fill and are ready for their 
chrysalis sleep they tunnel- up to the sur- 
face, so that they- may have a convenient 
exit by which to make their escape when 
the pupal sleep *• over and they have be- 
oocDe pe»l«ct maths. 


Bufc although so much of tboir life his- 


tory was known, there still remained one 
problem unsolved. Tills kno'tty question 
was that no one knew for certain whether 
thesel«rv« ettaeked the boras aad aatlers 
of the bujtalo ajid deer while the animals 
wen alive or only after death. After many 
yaare of apeentattoa and conflicting opin- 
ions it bus afrlact been conclusively proved 
that these iacects do infest the horns of 
living quadrupeds, for tho 'news has just 
come to hai>d that both the larvae and 
chrysalis have been taken; from the boms 
within an hour of the death of tbe animal 
to which they belonged.—Lendon Hail.

THE NEW BANKRUPTCY LAW. 


The new bankruptcy law Is not to be 


regarded aa a permanent statute, but 
as a measure to afford temporary re- 
lief from conditions brought about to 
a large extent by the panic of 1893. 
Such seema to be the conclusion cf 
William H. Hotchkiss in a survey of 
•'Bankruptcy Laws, Fast and Present," 
which occupies a place in the current 
issue of the North American Review. 
"The crying need for its passage was 
that the unfortunates who have been j 
In bondage to debts and judgments , 
born of the late period of depression 
might be free again; and the country 
•will quickly feel the effects of the re- 
stored energy of the tens of thousands 
who have gone down in recent wrecks. | 
So, far the law is expressive not only of j 
our humanity, but of our commercial ' 
common sense. The honest bankrupt I 
is needed back in the ranks of bust- i 
ness." What of the debtor who Is not 
honest? On this point Mr. Hotchktss 
says: 


Our law of 18SS is philanthropic to a 


degree, but as a discourager of com- 
me-cial dishonesty, it is like a peace 
officer without a warrant, or a police- 
onan with unloaded revolver. The ma- 
|esty and the threat of the law are 
the:e, but unless its officer is keen- 
eyed and a good runner, the fraudulent 
bankrupt will usually escape. 


Some of these days the wisdom of 


congress may devise a bankruptcy law 
which will not only assist the honest 
debtor but also circumvent the dis- 
honest debtor, by preventing unfair 
preferences and other swindling de- 
vices. In the meantime, it is univer- 
sally conceded that the present law 
has two conspicuous 
merits: First, 


that it affords a. means of release from 
old scores which could never be paid; 
and, second, that it has such a keen ey<? 
toward preventing the heavy fees and 
other charges which were a scandal 
under the law repealed twenty years 
ago, that it will at least not permit the 
eating up "of bankrupt estates by law- 
yer* and other officials, to the detrl- 
nent of bankrupts and creditors alike.

i hut day, deuaring that tiuiy would never 
^honor England by marching past whllo it 
rer-iaiiiert in rlace. They tiifw-nt whst they 
-nid, uiid it was out of the question to 
-Tgne with there. They stopped stocfe 
Bti.l and remained in their places, Mock- 
ing everything urtil tho flag was taken 
tlown, and even that was not enough to 
satisfy them. They insisted on hnviag the 
colors burned, and burned they were 
right in the street. 


"Tho whole incident was the more dis- 


heartening to me because tho people soera- 
od heartily to approve the whole business 
and cheered the burning of the bunting 
with ali the sincerity in the world. 


"X wem away without soeing the finish 


of tho purade, and from that time, until the 
row wilb Spain which helped to develop 
the present increase cf friendly feeling be- 
twaen Uncle Sam and Johnny Bull, I de- 
spaired of any change in sentiment among 
the An.crican people. If any oce hud told 
me a year ago that an American theatrical 
ancHnncc would ever cheer the British flag, 
I should have pronounced the prediction a 
bit of sheer insanity. Yet thai very tbing 
has t.'iKen piece over and over again since' 
the bnttln of Manila, and it now seems to 
me that tho present good feeling is sure 
to increase rather than diminish with tha 
apsa of years.

Marquis De Comillaa wudt 


"It is. perhaps, preumjjUon on my part 


to asumfc ihat the American people -will 
attach any Importance to what I Bay. 
Tet there are eircunivU.ncea. even con- 
nected with this war, that lead me to 
hope I shall have a respectful hearing-, 
Spaniards are not unmindful of the noble 
and generous treatment ispajiiah prison- 
ers of war have received at the hand* of 
a victorious «rmy and navy at th* mo- 
ment of our defeat, and of subsequent 
generous care and treatment not lea* 
generous than that accorded Lieutenant 
Kohson by Admiral Cervera. 


"They have been touched by the cour- 


tesy and kindness with which Spanish 
officers have been received in America, 
and they almost dare to hope for the 
lame Just and generous treaun*nt of 
Spanish finanr-laJ, commercial and in- 
dusrial Interest*. 
Whatever antago- 


nism may have been engendered in tlio 
minds of the American people toward 
the Spaniards as political enemlet. I 
cannot believe any substantial portion 
of the American people will wi»h to Bee 
uir cessary hardship inflicted upon the 
vast number of Spaniards who*e prop- 
erty and incomes may be destroyed aa 
the result of this war. 


"It is not a. question of the rich only, 


but of the small merchants acd manu- 
facturers, their employes and laborer*. 
In the hope of securing some better un- 
derstanding of these interests on th« 
part of the American people—and thua 
some better protection of those inter- 
ests—I feel bold enough to speak as to 
my view* and wishes regarding them an 
affected by a treaty of pe-ice. 


"It ma> prove difficult for me to get 


wholly clear of political a.nd govern- 
mental considerations-, because in Spain 
coir.merce and industry are closely al- 
lied with ihe government. This condi- 
tion, doubtless, will be condemned in 
America, but the commercial and In- 
dustrial interests did not create the sys- 
tem a-nd could proapertonly l>y conform- 
ing to condttiior.s existing- in my country. 


"The Philippine question presents very 


different feature* from that of the'West 
Indies. In the Philippines Americana 
hav« no interests of considerable Im- 
portance. The Jlonroa doctrine doe« not 
apply there. In sending Admiral Dewey*s 
squadron to the Malayan seas the Ameri- 
cana could havs had no reasonable aim 
except to divert th« attention of the 
Madrid government and of thi meagre 
navaJ reeerve forces of Spain, a plea* of 
strategy which was highly efficacious in 
breaking- down the moral and material 
forces of Spain. 


"Bui now that th* desired effect baa 


been obtained, I cannot comprehend 
what reason the Americans have to re- 
tain that land in their power. Spain is 
suffering severely from her defeat, after 
the prolonged and disastrous insurrec- 
tion in Cuba, and sh-e is mortally hurt in 
her commerce and industry. The Ameri- 
cans are absolute strangers to the Philip- 
pines and their population. They are 
unprovided with the Immediate organ- 
ization necessary to rule that extensive 
and remote territory and to exercise au- 
thority there.. The Filipinos have a. cer- 
tain degree of culture and some rudi- 
mentary KteBS as to public administra- 
tion, but. as a whole, the country is not 
yet capable of self-government. 


"The cession of sovereignty over the 


Philippines to the United States would 
be disastrous to all those having busi- 
ness interests there, ELS well for 
tha 


natives as for tha Spaniards, and for 
Europeans of every nationality. Spain 
cannot transfer her Philippine sov- 
ereignty to th-- Unlced States by a mere 
clause in a peace treaty. The United 
States would bo confronted with a war 
for thesubjufration of 8,000,0011 Malayans. 
This would mean the destruction of all 
property in the Philippines. Traleand 
comir.erce would be paralysed there. 
The merchants and manufacturers of 
Spain would 'OS? the rna rite th they now 
^njoy, their factor-it's w ould suspend and 
their employes lie idle. The markets for 
their prouuote would have vanished. 


"But the "nltc.1 Siatf-s, wjuld not gain 


these markets. At least ili^y would gain 
them only by five and s^ord. The ca&a 
cf ihe Philippines is entirely different 
from the esses oi Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The only obsuic'a which the United 
Slates had to overcome in ord'er to set 
up their eo-v ereit,nty and to render it ef- 
fective in the Anrilias was the power of 
Spain. In our colonies ui'Oceanica there 
exj.'-ts a population of about 8,000.000 who 
have lived for centurl«e Identified with 
Bpaln, and an invnense majority of whom 
would not accept the decision of the 
mother country should she transfer her 
sovereignty, without their consent, to a 
foreign nation. 


"The whole population of Mindanao 


and the archipelago of the Vlsayat, ar. 1 
the great body of the inhabitants of the 
(eland of Luzon, sympathize with Spain 
and have defended her cause with arms 
In past Insurrection* as well as in the 
present one, with the same enthusiasm 
as the Spaniards of the peninsula could 
ehov.1. All these elements—once the ties 
which attach them to Spain were broken 
—would rise, without doubt, as a single 
nan In favor of Independence. 


"A* to the atmude of the Tagalos, al- 


ready risen in arms against Spain, there 
can be no r nibt. Hah.ts of fighting al- 
ready acquaed, ainl>itio:,a awakened by 
the a«BuranCf» o, .,.« ontwts who have 
trained th* masses M» cry for Indepen- 
dence, and the hopes which the United 
States government Itself hius raised In 
them, would all t-;na to make the Tagalos 
lh«- bitterest anemies of 
the United 


Sls-tci. Tu make this clear. I need only 
point to the relationship between th*ir 


forces and thoa<> of the United 


a OB nhown In a bloody conflict that 


took pl?c<s between thsrn at Cavlte.

WHY WE WON AT MANILA. 


An Engagement In Which Coolaeu 


Played a. Moat Prominent Part. 
Lieutenant B. A. Fiske, U. S. N., of 


the Petrel, writes an article for The 
Century on "Why We Won at Manila." 
Lieutenant .Fiske says: 


The decisive moment was approach- 


ing, and it was approaching in a very 
ticklish manner, for it must not be for- 
gotten that tbe American fleet was in 
a harbor in which not a single officer 
bad ever been before and with which 
their acquaintance had been acquired 
wholly from charts. Wow, navigating 
an unknown harbor by chart is ticklish 
work even on a bright afternoon, when 
no cue is firing heavy guns and when 
there is no necessity for going near 
shoals. 


But how is it when the light is so 


poor that it is almost impossible to dis- 
tinguish those 
landmarks on shore 


which one must distinguish in order to 
tell where he is? How is it when the 
ship whereon yon are is firing heavy 
guns, that rattle your instruments and 
fill the air with smoke? How is it when 
it is absolutely essential to get as near 
to certain shoals as possible, in order to 
bring your guns close to tbe enemy? 
How is it when, hi addition to all these 
thiugg, shells \voighiug from one pound 
to 100 pounds are tinging in tbe air 
about you? Most of us can keep our 
heads fairly clear if we hava a sheet of 
paper and a lead pencil aud are sitting 
safe in a quiet room- 


But how was it with Commodore 


Dewey aud Lieutenant Calkins when 
they stood high np by the standard corn- 
pass on the ixiorniug of the 1st of May? 
Oalkips took compass bearings of cer- 
tain landmarks on shore, and then his 
assistant drew lines ou the chart, indi- 
cating these directions from tbe spots 
representing those landmarks. The inter- 
section of tha lines showed the position 
of the ship, and from each successive 
position the commodore directed the 
further movements of the fleet. When 
one thinks of bow much disaster might 
have followed a mistake of Calkius or a 
mistaken order of the commodore rela- 
tive to the course alone (and ha had ot 
the same time to give orders to the 
ships about many other matters), c-io 
c;;u appreciate what the responsibilities 
of their positions were and ivhai was 
tho necessity for coolness aud cJjaraets 
of head. 


It may be interpolated here that in 


circumstances like this the most val- 
uable quality in officers or seamen is 
coolness, meaning not EO much an ex- 
ternal quietness of demeanor as tht 
ability to use the brain cflCcctively, and 
allied to this the faculty of keeping 
other men cool. In most navies the men 
can be depended on to fight bravely aud 
long, but the ability to use the ships 
aud guns in sach a skillful way as to 
get the utmost out of tberu is a thing 
that can be acquired only by long and 
judicious training. This does not mean 
merely drill, though that tloos much, 
but it means in addition a self training 
whereby by force of will a man can 
keep his braiu clear and active. A. val- 
uable assistant to tbis is what Captain 
Muhan calls "preparedness of mind"—- 
a phrase too good to need explanation,

The annual meeting of the board of 


control of the North A'lurns hospital 
was held this afternoon in the parlors 
of the Wilson house. The reports of 
the otlk-ers and of the various commit- 
tees were read, and the election of 
ofliefrs held. The hospital has 
en- 


joyed a most prosperous year in all 
ways, so far as could be with its con- 
tinued need for funds. 
Nearly every 


report that was presented showed in a 
new phase how me excellent work of 
the institution is handicapped by this 
lack of money, and the president's re- 
port especially made a strong plea for 
added support on the part of the pub- 
lic. 


One of the features of the meeting 


which was heard with much regret by 
the members was the resignation from 
the board of Mrs. Amy C. Brisss, 
which was made necessary by her 
many other duties. 


The meeting was called to order 


soon after 2 o'clock. 
The president, 


Mrs. 
C. H. Williams, read her report, 


which in a general way covered the 
work of all the departments. She de- 
voted the report to showing how the 
present condition of the hospital ful- 
filled the aims and purposes of the 
manag-ers of the institution. She paid 
tribute to the unflinching devotion and 
persistent work of the ladies who made 
up the board of control, and to the 
physicians and nurses. 


There was no outward growth to re- 


cord, she said, the progress of the 
year having been in the greater effi- 
ciency attained and the increased abil- 
ity of all connected with the work. 
Many difficult operations have been 
performed there, bringing prominent 
physicians from larger cities, all of 
whom have spoken in highest terms of 
the local institution. 


Ot Dr. Dewey's death, the report 


said in part, "In the death of Dr. Dew- 
ey the hospital is deprived of a zeal- 
ous friend, who by his professional 
skill and devotion has been a strong 
supporter of the work." 


The report outlined the steady growth 


of the institution^ from its small be- 
ginning, and spoke of the determina- 
tion not to run Into debt. The un- 
usually heavy expenses of the last two 
years put the management behind by 
about $1,000, and a special offering met 
this. It is perhaps due to this special 
subscription that the annual collec- 
tions fell short of--the usual amounts. 


In view of the fact that the institu- 


tion is so handicapped 
for lack of 


money, four courses are open; to stop 
the work, to increase the debt, to do 
indifferent work, or to ask each and 
all to join heartily in Increasing the 
support. The last is the only really 
honorable and satisfactory method. 


Mayor Cady's effort to have the city 


grant an appropriation was reviewed, 
and the fact of the good will shown the 
hospital in spite of the technical 
illegalities was commented 
on, in- 


cluding the decision of the city to pay 
all, instead of a part, of the expense 
for city patients. The hope was also 
expressed that the city might revise 
its decision not to build a pavilion for 
contagious diseases. 


The hospital was originally built by 


subscription. An appeal was made, in 
closing, to the city to join in another 
subscription that should further in- 
crease the value of the hospital to the 
city. 


Mrs. 
A. W. Hunter presented the 


treasurer's report, showing a balance 
on hand, after the expenses of the year 
were met, of $636.53, which is about 
J22o less than the amount on hand last 
year. The total receipts of the year 
were J42.825.92. The receipts in detail 
were: 
Invested 
funds, 
$23,990.31; 


amount on loan, $4,800; balance on 
hand for current expenses, $859.98; re- 
ceipts including- Deanlegacyforpaitients 
and the part of A. C. Houghton's gift 
used for special repairs and improve- 
ments, $12.236.65; receipts added to 
funds, 
$938.7$; total, $42,825.92. 
The 


detailed 
expenses 
were: 
Ex- 


penses at hospital exclusive of amiunts 
used from funds, $11,782.53; withdrawn 
from funds and used for expenses, 
$227.95; paid fripm Dean legacy for pa- 
tients, $74; expenses Wilcox property, 
$437.51; interest on loan, $240; balance 
on hand for current expenses, $636.53; 
invested funds, $24,627.34; due on l»an, 


The report of Mrs. F. E. Switt, chair- 


man of the admission committee, was 
one of the most interesting1 of those 
presented at the meeting. It showed 
the actual work done in the institution, 
and the amounts received from vari- 
ous sources, furnishing some very in- 
teresting comparisons on the hospital's 
relation to the city and to the surround- 
ing towns. The total number of pa- 
tients during the year has been eight 
less than during the preceding year, 
and one notice-able feature, which may 
bo responsible in part for the slight 
dpcrease in ir.e total number, is that 
there have been very many fewer cases 
of typhoid fever to be cared for. 


Mrs. Swift's report showed that the 


total number of patients' cared for had 
been 311, of whom 21 were there on 
November 1, 1897, and 17 were there at 
the first of this month. The average 
number of patients has been 14'/4, and 
the average length ot their stay has 
been two weeks and one day. 
The 


longest stay was 13 weeks, and the 
shortest one day. Tllere were 224 full 
pay patients, 14 part pay, 6 doubtful, 
and 15 charity. The largest amount 
received from any patient was $18 a 
week and the smallest $1 a week. There

tients was $5,189.58.

The city 
also pal« for state patients $109.35, for 
Williamstown patients 118, for Great 
Barrlngton $4.25, for Springfield $54. 
and for Chicopee W. The state paid 
$238.75, 'Williamstown Itself paid J60, 
Clarksburg 
$12.25, Adams $46, and 


Rowc $76. 


Mrs. W. H. Sperry reported for the 


inspection committee on the condition 
of the buildings. During the year a 
partition In the woman'* ward has 
bs<?n removed, making a large, sunny 


ward, and also making room for a 
corridor and jiecded linen closet. In 
the basement a large cold storage plant 
has been added, making It possible to 
keep Ice much more economically and 
to buy meat and provisions In larger 
quantities. The men's ward has also 
been repaired, and the roadway put In 
excellent condition. 


The report of the supply committee 


was presented by Mrs. John Brace- 
well. The total amount paid out for 
supplies was $5,772.KG. 
This includes 


groceries, meat, iish, ice, medicines, 
surgical appliances, JJU.H. telephone and 
fuel. The average number in the hos- 
pital family to bo provided for was 
about 38 persons. 


The nurse and service committee, of 


which Miss Perry is chairman, report- 
ed that the year began with Miss Dan- 
iels us superintendent, with MIFH Pin- 
kerton as assistant. Tho close of the 
two years' service of Miss Olive Gallup 
as housekeeper at this time was also 
regretfully recorded, and high tributes 
were paid to all the workers at the in- 
stitution. 


The work of the training school com- 


mittee, Mis. John Bracewell, chairman, 
Fhowcd that the applicants for admis- 
sion to the school have been far larger 
than the number admitted. Only live 
have been accepted, and the raising of 
the standard for admission, which was 
put into effect at the beginning of the 
year, has proved satisfactory. 
Only 


those who have been graduated from 
the high school branches, are now ac- 
cepted. There have been 13 nurses in 
training1, and 32 of the 
C5 calls for 


nurses have been answered. There 
have been lectures by physicians, and 
many visiting physicians have praised 
highly the work of the school.

VERDICT FOR B. E, BOLE-

Will Go Up. 
Another Local Case. 


The jury in the superior court on the 


case of Buel E. Cole against the Ad- 
ams Marble company for damages on 
account of the contamination of his 
water supply, returned its verdict this 
afternoon. 
It found in favor of Mr. 


Cole, and gave him $819.16 is~3 for dam- 
ages. 
The case will go up to the 


higher court on exceptions, of which 
the defense took many. 


Another local case, that of Odber M. 


Hardt against W. G. Cady & Co. of 
this city, was begun today. 
Hardt 


claims he was employed as superin- 
tendent on a contract, and wants what 
was due him on it when he was dis- 
charged December 1. 


Prospect of Forming One Being Dis- 


cussed by Young Business Men. 


A number of young business men of 


the city have been discussing for the 
past two or three weeks the advisa- 
bility of trying to organize a gymna- 
sium club. The suggestion has met 
with considerable favor, and it is 
probable that if names are secured by 
some one or two young men and a 
meeting called the project would be a 
decided success. 


The plan is to organize a club of 


about 100 men who want some conve- 
nient chance to take suitable indoor 
exercise during the winter, secure a 
suitable hall near the center of the 
business part of the city, and equip it 
withallthe paraphernalia necessary for 
a good gymnasium. The club would 
not be intended as a social organiza- 
tion, outside of the line of physical ex- 
ercise, unless after it was formed it 
should be considered advisable. 
Its 


great object would be cx'-'f-spc 
1, and in 


all probability with opportunities to 
play basket ball and handball, teams 
would be formed among those who 


j desired it. 
The teams would not be 


allowed to interfere with the individual 
exercise of the members on the ap- 
paratus, however. 


This project has been brought up in 


previous years when the coming of 
winter weather shut off walking, bi- 
cycling, and other out-door exercise, 
but the plan has never been put in 
operation. But the need for some such 
organization has often been remarked, 
and many of those to whom it has been 
suggested have expressed themselves 
as most favorably Inclined. The ex- 
pense to each member would be small 
compared with the benefits gained. It 
is probable that the matter will be 
brought actively to the attention of 
those who might be interested within 
a short time.

A Hitch in Sewer Building. 


There is a hitch in the building of 


the surface sewer on Bracewell ave- 
nue for which the city council appro- 
priated $1,000 at its last meeting. The 
sewer is to beg-in at the corner of Chase 
and Bracewell avenues and run to 
Brooklyn street, and the question ia 
how to get from that point to the river. 
The Windsor company, which owns the 
stone mill property and also the land 
south of Elver street, opposite the end 
of Brooklyn street, refuses to allow 
the sewer to be laid across its prop- 
erty. The only way therefore, to reach 
the river is to carry the sewer from the 
end of Bracewell 
avenue 
through 


Brooklyn street to River street and 
down the latter 600 or 700 feet to a 
point where it can be emptied into the 
river. This, it is said, cannot be done 
for $1,000, and consequently the city 
authorities are puzzled, as that is all 
the money at their command for this 
piece of work.
